There is such a thinfl as a legal 


iction. Kansas is now wrestling 
with one, and Nebraska has had 
ts experience wi*h the same fic- 
,ion in the past. 


Kansas haa legalized 3.2 beer. 


According to this law beer of that 
alcoholic content U not intoxicat- 
ng. A man at 
Wichita was ar- 


rested for drunken driving. His 
defense is that aa he drank 3.2 
beer only, and as that beverage is 
;ot intoxicating, according to state 
aw, he cannot be held for driving 
while intoxicated. 


The experience of the Lincoln 


police in the 3.2 era was that, re- 
gardless of the law, drinking 3.2 
beer did make men irresponsible 
and often not accountable for their 
actions. Jt made Incompetent driv- 
ers out of men who ordinarily are 
good drivers. 


In the Kansas case, the defend- 


ant's attorney told the court that 
his client "could have drunk three 
;allon& of a beverage of less than 
i.2 percent alcoholic content and 
till not be held as drunk." It is 
a bit reassuring to be told in the 


rees 
reports 
that 
the 
court 


gnored the legal fiction, told the 
defendant's attorney that he could 
not follow his line of reasoning 
and ordered the trial to proceed. It 
was.indicated by the defense that 
f the trial resulted In conviction 
he cage would be carried to the 
lansaa supreme 
court 
on 
the 


ground that the 
driver 
charged 


was drinking a legal beverage that 
.he Kansas legislature had decided 
was not intoxicating. In the trial, 
if course, there was the usual con- 
flict of evidence. There were those 
advocates of legal beer who said 
•hat the defendant 
was entirely 


sober. .The defendant himself con- 
ended that he was in control of 
lis faculties, but heartless high- 
way patrolmen testified that when 
they reached the scene of an acci- 
lent in which the defendant had 
ecome involved he was drunk. 
It takes more than the conclus- 


on of the Kansas legislature or 
he legislature of any other state 
o convince reasoning people that 


man who drinka any beverage 


with an alcoholic content cannot 
Decome intoxicated if he drinks 
enough of it. It is about time for 
sensible people to ignore the fiction 
hat a drunken man is not intoxi- 
cated because he has taken noth- 
ing more than a beverage with a 
comparatively light alcoholic con- 
tent. 


The Sino-Japanese war seems to 


be progressing in much the same 
fashion that all such 
struggles 


progress. The Japanese war ma- 
chine thrusts rapidly into China, 
the Chinese troops give up their" 
lives, and the Japanese eventually 
come out on top. In fact there is 
never much doubt as to the out- 
come of the struggle. 
The ener- 


getic Japanese are equipped in a 
superior manner and easily push 
their cumbersome opponents out 
of the way. 


The London naval treaty of 1936 


has gone into effect but it is a 
rather weak gesture. In the first 
place Japan and Italy are not 
parties to the agreement. 
That 


means that any great shipbuild- 
ing program by either will result 
in wholesale violation of the agree- 
ment by other nations. Even the 


• treaty is weak because it docs not 
' provide 
for limitation of 
fleet 


strength. It only defines and re- 
stricts the size of certain ship 
types and guns. These restrictions 
«.re rendered meaningless by im- 
provements 
in armor plate, in 


guns and in ship power plants.

UNION RESPONSIBILITY. 
During recent labor 
troubles 


;here has been much discussion of 
;he responsibility and irresponsi- 
bility of labor organizations. There 
las been a demand for legislation 
hat would impose on both sides 
of a collective bargaining agree- 
ment responsibility for their acts 
and a method for exacting account- 
ability. In many ol those argu- 
ments much has been heard about 
:he labor situation in England and 
;he statement has been made fre- 
quently that British labor unions 
are incorporated. 
That is incor- 


rect 


In a recent issue of Business 


Week this statement is denied. 
That paper says that nearly 80 
percent of British unions are regis- 
;cred. That means that they have 
complied with government regu- 
lations which demand that they 
show an object for organizing; 
that they amend their charter 
rules only according to prescribed 
methods; that they have definite 
provisions for 
appointments of 


officers. 
These regulations are 


imposed for the purpose of fasten- 
ing responsibility in case of failure 
to carry out collective bargaining 
contracts. 


In Great Britain there are about 


5 million union members, or about 
one-third of the total number of 
workers. 
America has about 6 


million union members out of 45 
to 50 million workers. 
The closed 


shop is common in only a few in- 
dustries. 
No municipal utilities 


can become closed shops, nor can 
the workers demand that they be 
closed. It is illegal in that coun- 
try to use union funds for polit- 
ical purposes unless they have 
been specially collected a.s such 
from members and held in a spe- 
cial account. Accountings of these 
political funds, whether created in 
registered or unregistered unions, 
must be submitted for audit. Civil 
service workers may form their 
own unions but they cannot affil- 
iate with others. 
Arbitration is 


not compulsory, nltho most prob- 
lems are settled by conciliation 
boards. Strikes of workers in gas, 
water, electric supplies and public 
service plants arc regarded as a 
bieach of. contract and aic illegal 
Any effort by strikers to coerce 
the government or inflict hardship 
on the community is regarded as 
illegal. 


However, British unions are not 


held responsible for the observance 
of contracts and 
the action of 


members. 
Punishment 
in such 


cases is left to public opinion and 
in that country the verdict of the 
public has unusual force. 


While legally the British do not 


appear to have a great deal more 


deal with contract breaking unions 
than we have In America, they 
appear to have less trouble in that 
respect.

FIGHT TRANSFERRED. 


The 
passage 
of the Black- 


Connery wages and hours bill by 
the senate transfers this fight to 
the house. An attempt to shelve 
the bill failed in the senate by 10 
votes and the bill was later 
passed by a two to one vote. 


The measure is expected to run 


into much the same sort of op- 
position in the house that it en- 
countered in the senate. While the 
house has not shown the resistance 
and determination displayed by 
senators, it is a divided body. The 
republican strength is negligible 
but the democrats are divided and 
in that division rests the hope of 
defeating this measure 


The representatives from the 


southern states feel toward this 
measure exactly as do their sena- 
torial colleagues. They do not con- 
sider it fair to the south or suit- 
able for southern 
consumption. 


Naturally conservative, they re- 
sent liberal legislation 
of this 


sort and naturally conscious of 
state's rights, they resent promised 
interference by the federal gov- 
ernment in what they consider to 
be purely state functions. 


Many industries in the south 


have been erected on a foundation 
of cheap labor. The representa- 
tives of this section want that 
foundation left intact. They are 
responsive to suggestions by man- 
ufacturers in their areas and they 
are loud in their opposition. 


One of the most peculiar argu- 


ments offered in the senate was 
by southern 
senators who de- 


manded that the south be not 
penalized 
for its natural 
ad- 


vantages, They argue that living 
is cheaper in the south and that 
it is unfair to force wage scales 
up to anywhere near the New 
England level because laborers in 
the south do not need as much 
money in order to live. 


This brings out one of the funda- 


mental problems' over which the 
United States will battle for gen- 
erations to come. The natural dif- 
ferences between the north and 
south will long remain the cause 
for division of sentiment on var- 
ious questions. 


The opposition to the bill in the 


middlewest is much, more logical 
than that in the south. It is the 
drastic and extensive regulation of 
every sort of activity by federal 
agencies that the freedom loving 
westerners resent. -

FOOTNOTES. 


Death in the 98th year of life, 


as in the case of Mr. Rockefeller, 
will presumably be more common 
several 
generations hence than 


now, according1 to Editorial Re- 
search Reports. For the advance 
of medical science and of public 
knowledge has cut down 
infant 
mortality so appreciably that the 
aged are steadily 
becoming 
a 
larger proportion of the popula- 
tion. 


In 1880, only 3 1-2 percent of 
the population were G5 or older. In 
1930, those over 
65 
comprised 


about 5 1-2 percent of the popu- 
lation. If present trends continue, 
this proportion is expected to rise 
to about 6 1-4 percent in 1D40, 
9 1-4 percent in 1960 and 12 or 
13 percent in 1975. 


A great deal of sport was made 


of the Wisconsin delegation which 
carried tall corn stalks from that 
state to the Des Homes corn show. 
Wisconsin stalks of more than 13 
feet were ridiculed by lowana who 
offered exhibits three feet taller. 
It was even suggested that the 13 
foot stalk* had been stolen from 
Iowa cornfields. 
Previous to the 
show Gov. Cochran of Nebraska 
had made the statement that Ne- 
braska had not gone in for tall 
corn stalks, regarding large ears 
as of more consequence than fod- 
der. That caused the Des Moines 
Register to say: "AS for Gov. 
Cochran of Nebraska, who says 
the ears there are bursting out 
of the ground, he is no 
doubt 


thinking- of potatoes." The people 
of Nebraska may resent the im- 
plication that their governor does 
not know yellow dent from early 
Ohios. 


A southwestern Lancaster county 


farmer reports that there are 
fewer grasshoppers in the fields 
in that part of the county than 
there were a week ago. 
He does 


not profess to know what has hap- 
pened to them, but he says he does 
know that the number is less in his 
vicinity. 
An 
inspection of one 


field in his neighborhood on Sun- 
day showed very little damage to 
the corn and few grasshoppers in 
the field. Between the field and 
the highway, however, the hoppers 
were very thick in the dry grass. 
One explanation of that was that 
the hoppers go to untilled ground 
to deposit their eggs, which ac- 
counts for the large number at the 
roadside. 
In other parts of the 
county continuing damage 
from 


the hoppers is reported. 


A high temperature of 103 was 
recorded Sunday. A hot wind blew 
from the south and the corn curled 
noticeably. 
The cooler tempera- 


ture of the night with an accom- 
panying shower took the curl out 
of the cotn and gave it a new 
1 ease on life. 
Farmers are still 


hopeful for a corn crop regardless 
of the hoppers. 


Elizabeth Thomas of 853 No. 
30th is a former lowan and is 
loyal to the state's tall 
corn 


legends. She writes, enclosing- clip- 
pings of corn measurements in the 
vicinity 
of 
Corning in 
Adams 
county. Twelve, 14, 15 and 16 feet 
reports are coming from many 
places in Iowa. 
She adds, "We 
really do grow tall corn in Iowa." 


Extension Forester Watkins of 


:he Nebraska college of agricul- 
ture reports surprising results in 
tree planting in Custer 
county. 
Sixty percent of the 1937 planting 
s still alive. One planter in the 
vicinity of Weaterville has saved 
from 85 to 90 percent of the trees 
he.planted in 1933 and 1935. Earl 
Sharp of Broken Bow, who planted 
1,600 trees on his farm in the past 
two years, reports about 70 per- 
cent of them are alive. That prob- 
ably is equal to the percentage of 
live trees of recent plantings in 
any part of the state. 


In 1901, the average expectancy 


of life was about 50 years. Today, 
it is around 60—20 percent higher. 
Women, on the average, live three 
or four years longer than men. 


The most startling improvement 
has been in preventing the deaths 
of children under 1 year of age. In 
1880, more than one-fourth of all 
deaths were of children less than 
a year old. That figure fell to one- 
fifth in 1900, one-seventh in 1920, 
slightly more than one-tenth in 
1930, less than one-tenth in 1935. 


In 1840, 44 pereent of s.11 deaths 


were of children under 5, In 1910, 
the figure was only 27 percent; 
in 1925, only 18 percent; m 1935, 
only 12 pei-cent. So it is more than 
an accident that all the 
Dionnc 


quintuplets 
survived. 
Similarly, 


the child born, say, 10 the Lind- 
berghs in 1937 will have, other 
things being equal, a someu hat 
better chance of longevity than 
his father and a 
much 
better 


chance than either of his distin- 
guished grandiathers. 


Much as the death rate 
has 


fallen, the birth rate has fallen 
even moie—fiom 37 per 1,000 of 
population in 1871-75 to 288 in 
1902 and 16.S in 1935. Births arc 
least f i equent in the large cities 
and most tioquont in the fai m 
aroris. 
The birth 
into is 
still 


higher than tho death rate, but 
as the middle aged nnd the elderly 
compi iso mort- and moio of tho 
population, tho death rate will tend 
to go up again. 
At tho same timo 


the bnth rate will probably con- 
tinue to fall. 
So students of population prob- 


lems visualize a situation well be- 
fore the end of the present cen- 
tury in which the 
number 
of 
deaths every year will about equal 
the number of births. If immigra- 
tion remains severely restricted 
tho population will then have be- 
come stationary—say at arounc 
165,000,000 instead of the present 
129,000,000. 


The hot weather of the past 
month did much to emphasize the 
tree loss in eastern Nebraska. 
A 
great many trees that leafed out 
.n the spring have died since. They 
lad been weakened by the heat of 
1936, and possibly by inroads of in- 
sects that have caused much loss 
of elms, maples and ash. 
The re- 


cent losses added to the losses that 
showed up in 1935 and 1936 have 
made a rather dismal showing. 


'One of the weaknesses of the 
one house legislature" Tax Com- 
missioner Smith is quoted as say- 
ing, "is that 28 members can tie 
up the governor." 
This being a 


country where majorities rule and 
where the duties of executive and 
legislative departments are fairly 
well defined, it would seem that 
some one goes wrong when the 
legislature deems it necessary to 
"tie up the governor."

factory was once new itself. It is 
a good thing that this country is

I am assuming', of course, that 
those who fix wages under this bill 
really mean to do what the bill 
promises to do, that they do not 
intend to nullify the law by failing 
to administer it effectively. For it 
this bill is administered so as to 
"protect" the hgher wag« stand- 
ards of the 
north 
against the 
lower wage standards of the south, 
it cannot fail to provoke danger- 
ous and useless sectional antago- 
nism. 


Whereas today the competition 


of north and south is a Question 
that individual business men have 
to worry about in specific trans- 
actions, under the principle of this 
bill thati competition becomes a po- 
litical question. It becomes a ques- 
tion that public officials have to 
deal with and demagogues, agita- 
tor and the lobbyists of vested in- 
terests will carry it from the mar- 
ket place to the capitol in Wash- 
ington, and there Inflate it to the 
proportions of a national issue. 


The political danger might be 
worth the risk, if there were any 
prospect that the board can hope 
to solve the economic problem. But 
if it is true, as I believe it to be 
that southern wages cannot be 
raised by federal law, then it is a 
grievous mistake to commit the 
federal government to such an en- 
f erprise.

NIOBRARA. Neb. (JP). Dr. John 


Anderson, state veterinarian, said 
t is "possible" the lapid spread 
if anthrax in northern Nebraska 
may force extension of the quar- 
antine which has already stopped 
cattle movement in three counties, 
Knox, Cedar and Boyd. 


He said reports of infection in 


Holt county, were coming into the 
emergency headquartei s here of 
he anthrax fight, and the disease 
seemed to be spreading-. 
Anthrax, a livestock disease af- 


fecting cows, horses and 
pig's, 
causes 
sudden 
death. 
animals 


often dying within an hour after 
he infection becomes known. Vet- 
erinarians concentrated here 
for 
sr^ncy 
vaccinations 
thruout 


.he stricken area blamed 
pro- 


ionged drouth for the outbreak. 
They said the germs live in the 


soil, and cattle contract it by eat- 
ing- grass down to the roots. The 
disease may spread by direct con- 
tact, also. 
Extra supplies of vaccine serum 
are being sought but Andrew Sou- 
.ek, Niobrara druggist, said 
he 
thought there would be "plenty of 
stuff" available. 
Local co-operating committees 


already are being set up at Crof- 
ton, 
Dr. Anderson' said, to help 
enforce the quarantine and check 
the spread of the 
disease. 
He 
praised the preliminary work of 
John Forsythe of Niobrara in aid- 
ing northern Nebraska farmers. 


Before the three Nebraska coun- 
ties were quarantined, three across 
the Missouri river were under the 
shipment ban. They were Charles 
Mix, Bon Homme and Yankton. 
The state veterinarian and Louia 


Buccholz, head of the state de- 
partment of agriculture, said they 
would stay in this area "as long1 
as necessary."

HIS SEISMOGRAPH WORKS 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


vibrations. 
The distance 
which 


the needle traces a jagged line in- 
stead of a normal straight line i3 
used to determine the time which 
elapsed 
during 
various 
earth, 
shocks. Prof. Keim's seismograph 
showed that in the Mexican quake 
the north-south vibrations of the 
earth lasted 9 minutes and the 
east-west 15 minutes. 


The home made instrument, set 
on two concrete blocks, operates 
on exactly the same principle as 
the government specified seismo- 
graphs, but the larger instruments. 
Prof, Keim says, make 
photo- 
graphs of the needle's movements 
instead of direct tracing on paper. 


The seismograph and the study 


of earthquakes are hobbies of Prof. 
Keim. For months he had planned 
to build an instrument of his own, 
but it was not until this spring 
that he took the time to do so. 
Construction took less than two 
months, but the instrument had to 
await the occurrence of an earth- 
quake to prove its worth. It has 
been in dependable operation since 
June 1, he estimated. 


The instrument will remain at 
York college as a possession of the 
institution. 
Prof. Keim will study 


,for an advanced degree at 
the 


University of Nebraska this school 
year while working as an assistant 
in chemistry. 


Evidence of the delicacy of Prof. 


Keim's device may be seen m the 
fact that the Mexican temblor of 
July 24 was recorded at City of 
Mexico as .continuing- for one min- 
ute. It was more severe in other 
quarters, however, in the direction 
of Puefala and Vera Cruz, where 
considerable damage was 
done, 


and may have been observed for 
a longer period there. One seismo- 
graph in that country was put out 
of commission by the violence of 
the shock.

How Victims Often 


Suffer As a Result

*OME PERSONS have a marked 


fear of bees. The doctors give it 
* name—"apiphobia". 


To be atung by * bee, you will 


mgree, IB a painful experience. Bees 
differ 
in their meanness. The 


•tmgs of many are mild and trivial. 


But the honey bee, called "apis 


Ihelllflca", when it gets into action, 
causes excruciating pain and, for 
Home persons, produces discomfort 
throughout the body. This is caused 
by the absorption of poisons which 
are liberated from the sac at the 
base of the stinger. The poisoning 
BometJmes leads to profound and 
*ren alarming symptoms. 


As a rule, there are pain and 


•welling at the place of attack. 
Among the symptoms are excessive 
sweating, dizziness, nausea and a 
tight or constrictive feeling in the 
throat. In marked cases of poison- 
ing, convulsions and even uncon- 
sciousness may occur. 


Some persons are unusually sus- 
ceptible to effects following1 the 
sting of this insect. It is always 
dangerous when severe shock fol- 
lows. Absorption of the poison may 
seriously affect 
the heart and 
lungs. 


Emergency Treatment 


It la a good plan for everyone to 


be familiar with the emergency 
treatment of a bee sting. Serious 
complications should be given the 
attention of & doctor but, until he 
arrives, certain measures arc use- 
ful. 


The first thing to do is to remove 
the barb. Never try to get rid of 
It by squeezing the tissues. Undue 
pressure will spread more poison 
Into the system. Use a narrow 
knif* blade which has been steril- 
ized. 


The pain may be relieved by hot 
applications. Benefit Is obtained 
by soaking1 gause in ammonia and 
applying it over the wound. Under 
no circumstances neglect the vic- 
tim if signs of ahock and collapse 
appear. 


In every alarming ease, it i« best 
that the patient be taken to a hos- 
pital as soon a* possible. Here, 
certain restorative measures are 
administered 
to 
overcome the 


shock. As a rule, the doctor in- 
ject* adrenalin btfor* going to the 
hospital. 


It is fortunate that few cases are 
as serious as this, but It IB well to 
know what to do when complica- 
tions arise. Usually, there is no 
trouble after an hour or so of pain. 
The rheumatic patient may actual- 
ly be benefited by the bee poison.

Ways for Ridding 
Clothing of Spots 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


NO SUBJECT or department of 


housekeeping brings us so many re- 
quests for information as the han- 
dling of stains. If one wants to 
keep the house spotless, to keep 
clothing looking nice, one must be 
after spots and stains all the time. 
Attending to a stain while It is 
fresh is a comparatively easy task, 
since it has not had time to set. 
It is the obstinate stains that de- 
stroy. 


Tea and coffee stains are the 


worst 
offenders. 
Soaking 
the 


stained article in clear water, then 
giving it a good soaping often is 
sufficient. 
Many fruit juices will 


yield to handling if a tea kettle full 
of very hot water is held high over 
the stains. Pour water onto them 
In circular motidn, toward the cen- 
ter. 


For a freshly-made ink stain, 
soak in clear water or milk 
If the 
spots persist, apply potassium per- 
manganate with a medicine drop- 
per; rinse and apply oxalic acid, re- 
peating the procedure if necessary. 
If the fabric is colored, test the 
process before using it. 


Faint Stains 


Paint is another great offender 


If some paint stains fragile fabrics, 
methyl alcohol and benzol should 
help. 
Carbon 
tetrachloride and 


benzol will take paint stains from 
goods of mixed materials, also lin- 
en, silk, cotton, wool and silk and 
wool. Chemicals invariably can be 
obtained from the drug store Var- 
nish stains can be treated like the 
paint stains. 


For fresh mildew stains on white 


cotton or linen, use soap and wa- 
ter. If the stains are old, soak the 
fabric in equal parts of hot water 
and Javelle water for half an hour, 
or until the stains disappear. But 
do not dip wool, silk and artificial 
fabrics in Javelle w ater. Black 
grease and oil spots will often, yield 
if lard is rubbed on them. Remove 
the lard after the stains are gone, 
then wash material or goods in hot, 
soapy water. Javelle water may 
be used if the fabric being treated 
is white cotton or linen. 


Grass stains usually yield when 


dipped in alcohol, while fresh per- 
spiration 
stains need 
sponging 


with alcohol, repeating, If neces- 
sary, until stains are erased 
A 


washing in clear cold water usual- 
ly takes care of freshly-made blood 
stains, and soaking in water and 
rubbing usually is sufficient for get- 
ting rid of dned blood stains. But 
do not soak colored or dyed goods 
unless sure that the hues are fast. 
If scorch spots mar linen, remove 
the spots by wetting- them and then 
sprinkle with borax 
If possible, 


lay them m the sunshine to com- 
plete the bleaching proccess. 
r 


Washing Artificial Silks 


Wash artificial silks by squeez- 


ing- them between the hands in a 
pood lather of soap flakes and 
warm water. Rinse first in tepid 
and then in cold water. Squeeze 
well and place in a dry cloth to 
dry, or if the fabrics are heavy, 
hang- up \\ith caie until nearly dry 
Artificial silks with a heavy crepe 
finish should 
be stretched 
into 


ihape dining the drying

Joe Di Mag- 
gio, slugging sophomore outfielder 
of the New York Yankees, stood 
Monday on the threshold of a new 
home run record—a mark set by 
Babe Ruth ten

trick this year, Ruth's mark may 
stand forever, because the majors 
have adopted a deader ball for 
next season. 


Regardless of Joe's home run 
ability, he appears destined to be- 
come a better all around ball 
player than Ruth ever was. The 
Babe never was a great fielder, 
and Di Maggio is one of the great- 
est. He roams wide both to left 
and right from his center garden 
position, and his deadly accurate 
throw to the plate has cut off 
many runs. 


Besides his homer, the 23 ^year 
old Italian collected a single and 
double In three official trips to ths 
plate for a perfect day at bat. He 
scored three runs and drove in 
three more as the .Yankees blasted 
the St. Ixniis Browns, 14-5. The 
Yanks got 17 hits, Lou Gehrig hit- 
ting- for a 
"cycle"—home 
run, 
triple, double and single. 


Right Behind Lou. 


Di Maggio is now challenging 
Gehrig for the American league 
batting mark with an average of 
.373 five less than the Iron Man. 
Ho has been at bat 359 times and 
gotten 134 hits to lead the circuit 
in total safeties. His 93 runs are 
more than any other major league 
player, topping Hank Greenberg of 
Detroit by seven, and the 99 runs 
he has batted in are only four less 
than Greenberg's total. 


Despite winning, the Yankees 
saw their league lead trimmed to 
five games when the runner-up 
Chicago White Sox took a pair 
from the Philadelphia Athletics, 
4-3 and 5-3. The Detroit Tigers 
slipped, absorbing a 11-4 shellack- 
ing from the Boston Red Sox in 
the curtain raiser, then battling to 
a 2-2 deadlock in the finale, called 
at the end of the 10th to conform 
to Boston's Sunday closing law. 


Bob Feller, Cleveland's farmboy 
strikeout king, won hia first game 
of the scjison, permitting but seven 
safeties for a 11-2 victory over 
Washington. Feller, whose only 
other win came in a relief role, 
fanned nine.

THE A. B. MOUNTAIN. This mountain In Skagway is so called because of the letters A. B. 


which are formed by natural clefts filled with snow. The letters led to the foundation of the Arctlo 
Brotherhood society, by Capt. William Connel of the steamship "City of Seattle," while lying in the 
harbor of Skagway in 1899. Its purpose was the brotherhood of Americans and Britons, and today 
there is a branch of the Arctic Brotherhood in everp place of any size in Alaska. 


VANCOUVER. Capt. George Vancouver (1758-1798), charted the entire difficult 2,000 mile pas- 


sage between Vancouver and Cook Inlet, thru a perfect maze of islands, sunken rocks and other 
handicaps to navigation, during his expedition as master of the "Discovery" between 1791 and 1795. 
The job done was so perfect, that after 14 decades navigators on modern ships making this passage 
still use the charts executed by Capt. Vancouver.
